Summary of Dews. 











‘A mecting of the Volunteer Corps has 
boon held, at which its finances wero shown 
to bo Tis $00 to the bad. It was resolved 
to ucll suficient rifles to cover thia deficit, 


‘and to call another mocting in Soptombery 
to decide on any further measures in res- 
pect to tho corps. 

‘Wo are glad to learn that th last your's, 
‘working of the Kinchta fino has been suf 
ficiently remunerative to ennble Mr. Grant 
to ropay tho old shareholders the first in- 
stalment of thoir capital, nt the timo fixed. 

‘A spocial proclamation from Poking has 
recently beon issued by the Che-hsion of 
Shanghai, and by the Chinese authorities of 
places near tho means of water communica- 
tion, to tho effect that, on account of tho 
scarcity of provisions occasioned by th 
protracted drought in the North, no duties 
will be levied upon rico sent by Chineso 
Merchants to Tiontsin and the northern 
ports, 

‘The East India Telegraph Company ap- 
pears to have deferred for the present ite 
‘scheme of introducing telegraphs into 
China,—convineed of the difficulties at- 
tending the task. By the last mail, the 
Diroctors announced this fact to their Com- 
missioner in China, saying howover, that 
they hoped to resume their relations with 
hhim at no very romote period. “A due 
rogard,” they add, “for the economical ad- 
ministration of the aftirs of the Com- 
pany, for thechango in their plans of lay- 
ing down cables first, and tho evidenco you 
that nothing can be done at 
present in China, to promote the original 
Plans of land lines, either by obtaining 
‘concessions, or in securing a part of tho 
capital necessary, all being taken into earo- 














‘Company on this lino of action.” 

‘The barque Zodiac, bound to this port 
from Nowshwang with a eargo of bean- 
cake, got on shore on the North bank, on 
her way up the river with a Chinese pilot 
fon board. She has sineo boen got off, but 
had to bo towed up to Shanghai and beached 
‘on the Pootung sido, to prevent her sinking, 

‘Tho Chih-hsion held an inquest on Tues- 
day morning, on the body of a Chinaman 
‘who had committed by eating raw 
‘opium, on account of gambling loxses. The 
evidence was so clear that the magistrate 
id not employ the means usually adopted 
in endeavouring to discover the poison, 
and an amusing opportunity of witnessing 
tho process was lost. Amongst other 
favourite methods of dotecting’ the cause 
of death, aro washing the body with Shao- 
Iising wine, or medicated water, for bring- 
ing out the potion in epota,—plalstering 
over with a sort of poultice which is left 
todry, and on removal of which any hidden 
scar is supposed to make its appesrance, 
and the insortion of negdlos into diffurent 
parts of the body. 

Wo lean “from Haxkow that ‘tho 
Chief of the Mahomedan Rebels in Yun- 
nan has proclaimed himsolf Emperor, under 
tho title of ‘Tainslin.” A mooting of the 
Chamber of Commerce has boon held, to 
ovate on tho rvoont action of the Taota, 
Roplies by the Amorican, Fronch and 
English Consuls, to the letter addressed to 
thom, on this subject, by the Chamber of 
Commerce, will be found olsewhore. Tho 
former yromisos to ‘take measures, in 
‘concert with his colleagues, to show tho 
Taotai that his ground is utterly unten- 
blo and that ho must rotract hie recent 
roclamation.”” 

It is woll known that, in China, publio 
amisfortuncs are held to bo roferablo to rome 
shortcoming of the Emperor. ‘The present 
Arought in tho north is accordingly sugges- 
‘ing various memorials by Pex1No officals, 
containing suggoations as to its cause, Wo 
Publish elsowhoro a translation of an Im- 
‘Porial edict respecting memorials addressed 
to the Emporor by Chung-pei-hsion and 
Worjin. In the Peking Gazette of Juno 
30th, thero is a further eich from which it 
appears that an inferior mandarin of the 
rank of Chi-chao, namod Yang-ting-hsi, has 
‘also taken upon himaolf to memorialize tho 
‘throne and point out what he considers to 
bo the causo of the present long continued 
Aronght. His momorial is represented us 
arranged under ton ghoads, and the tenor 
of itis apparontly much tho same.as of 


























those above alluded to. ‘The edict ro- 
fates some of the atatomenta, and ridicules 
tho author inno measured terms, changing 
hhim further with belonging to the same 
clique ns Wo-jén, and probably writing at 
his instigation. "The Emperor reiterates 
tho advantage to be derived from the study 
‘of Westorn arts and scfencos, and expressen 
his full determination of earrying out the 
proposed plans respecting the Interpreter's 
School, and examination of ofticiala in 
mathematics and astronomy. Wo,jin is 
then warned, expostnlated with, and 
told to return to his duties at the Twung- 
Hi yamén a8 soon as convalescent, From 
the conclusion of tho ediet it appears 
that Prineo Kung and his co-adjutora 
in tho Taung-i-yamén have notified the 

wish to resign, on account of this memorial 
of Yang-tingrhsi, They ask to be punished 
if they are guilty of the charges which 
hho brings aguinat thom, ‘The Emperor 
informs them that their wish to resign 
‘under such circumstances is no matter of 
surprise; but that, since the country 
is in a “state of omergency, they ought 
to continue their duties without rogard- 
ing the animosity ‘and foolish ealumniea 
of such ignorant people. In the absence 
of full translation, it may be remark. 
ed that, with tho exception of the strong

‘THE SUANTUNG NIENFBI. 


A courantson of the various advices 
that bavo reached us during the past 
two months, of Imperialist and Nionfei 
movements, tends strongly to confirm 
tho accuracy of our information re- 
‘garding the presont position of afairs.

About six weoks ago, wo heard 
thut Li, after a long period of inact 
hind succeeded in gaining an ad 
tage over his opponents, which resolted 
in tho nominal slanghter of some thon 
nd men and the captare of n thoaxand 
ies. And threo woeks 
nnouncement of a panic in Chefoo, 
sn consequence of the reported vicinity 
of tho rebels to thnt port. Not long 
Vofore, we hnd been assured that 
no rebels existed in Shantung's and the 
coincidence iu time between Li's victory 
and the first alarm at Chefoo, favours 
Mrongly the assumption tint, alter 
their “defeat, bis opponents had burat 
into the adjoining province, retreatin 
always ‘fore hm, until they laude 
in tele prosent awivard predieament. 
Jn fact, if ho succeeded in cutting them 
off from tho West no movement ou 
their part would be moro likely than 
retreat into Shantung, before his victo- 
riows army.
